1 . The drawings will remain objected to until a drawing correction is filed as 
proposed. 

2. Applicant's arguments filed May 2, 2003 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Bentley teaches all the limitations of the "broadly" recited claims, except 
the limitation of "without recompiling or restarting the management system". Lin is 
introduced to fulfill this limitation. Also, whether the meta file is internal or external is not 
the inventive aspect of the claimed invention nor does its functionality change because 
of the claimed external. Bentley clearly teaches of a meta file that is the basis for the 
management system kernel to "at least one of dynamically add and dynamically modify 
managed object (MO) information". 

3. Claim 4 remains rejected for the reasons stated above as does all dependent 
claims. Regarding claim 12, in response to applicant's arguments against the 
references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references 
individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re 
Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 
231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). Additionally, it is reminded that the applicant is its own 
lexicographer; "dedicated agent" or "agent" has no significant difference unless defined 
in the specification, or functionally stated in the claims.
